Principal Arguments and Other Matters 

While the USPTO acknowledged that the Example formulations disclosed in Kimura 
were not identical to the formulations claimed by Applicants, the Examiners felt that Kimura 
genetically described components that could be mixed and matched to achieve the claimed 
invention (Examiner Jean-Louis particularly pointed to paragraph 0008 of Kimura). 

Results shown in the previously submitted 132 Declaration comparing 40EO to 4EO were 
discussed. Supervisory Examiner Padmanabhan indicated that claims limited to the 40EO could 
be allowable as the data shows a result for this species that was unexpected. 
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Results of Interview 

Applicants may limit claims to the 40EO species. Applicants may submit data in the 
form of a 132 Declaration to provide evidence of unexpected results for other species within the 
scope of the claims. 
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
